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FIFTH  AHMUAL   MEETING. 


FIRST  SESSION. 

Charlotte,  N.  C,   13th  Aug.,  18S4. 

The  Association  met  in  the  Hall  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  by  the  President, 
W.  H.  Green,  in  the  following-  remarks  : 

Genilemcn  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

The  hour  appointed  for  the  opening  of  this  Convention  has  arrived.  By 
the  kind  invitation  of  our  Charlotte  friends,  we  meet  here,  to-daj-,  in  Meck- 
lenburg county,  where  Liberty  was  born,  to  hold  our  fifth  annual  meeting 
I  trust  that  every  member  present,  will  feel  it  to  be  his  duty,  as  well  as  his 
privilege,  to  do  all  that  he  can  towards  its  harmony    and  success. 

I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  Col.  Ham.  C.  Junes,  of  this 
city,  who  will  welcome  us  in  Ijehalf  of  the  Druggists  of  Charlotte. 

and  was  opened    with    prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Bagwell,  D.  D. 

Col.  H.  (1  Jones  then,  in  a  few  chosen  and  timely  remarks, 
welcomed  the  Association  to  the  city. 

The  President  called'upon  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal  to  respond  to  the 
address  of  welcome,  which  he  did  as  follows : 

I  know  that  I  but  speak  the  feelings  of  the  entire  Association  when  I  say 
that  we  heartily  appreciate  the  kind  words  of  welcome  and  cheer  to  which 
we  have  just  listened  with  so  much  interest  and  pleasure.  Actions  speak

when,  on  motion  of  Mr.    Simpson,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to 
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cast  an  affirmative  ballot  for  all  the  candidates  as  named  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  motion  prevailed  and  the  Secretary 
cast  the  vote  as  directed,  and  the  President  declared  them  elected 
as  members  of  the  Association. 

The  President,  Mr  W.  H.  Green,  then  read  his  annual  address 
as  follows  : 

Cenilevien  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associatio7i : 

Another  year  finds  us  assembled,  here  in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  the  cradle 
of  a  century's  liberty,  made  famous  in  revolutionary  annals  by  her  glorious 
declaration.  Well  may  we  hope  that  our  meeting  in  this  enterprising  city 
may  receive  inspiration  Irom  her  progressive  history,  marking  a  new  era  in 
the  prosperity  of  our  body,  and  that  it  may  be  another  step  in  the  advance- 
ment of  our  material  interests. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  position  which  I  have  the  honor  to 
occupy,  through  your  kind  partiality,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  make  a  re- 
port of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  past  year,  and  present 
such  subjects  as  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  notice.  I  can  scarcely  realize 
so  long  a  period  has  elapsed  since  we  first  met  in  Raleigh,  nearly  all  stran- 
gers to  each  other,  and  declared  the  object  of  our  meeting  "to  unite  the 
reputable  pharmacists  and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  en- 
couragement and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  phar- 
macy, and  thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicines 
to  properly  qualified  pharmacists  and  druggists,"  thus  placing  our- 
selves in  the  line  of  progress,  made  evident  by  the  formation  of 
similar  bodies  in  all  sections  of  the  United  States.  We  have  grateful 
cause  for  congratulation  for  what  has  been  done  for  pharmacy  in  our  State, 
Earnest  work  alone  has  been  the  means  of  placing  us  where  we  now  are. 
Let  us  renew  our  efforts  here,  with  increased  zeal,  in  order  that  our  infiu- 
ence  may  become  greater  as  we  grow  older. 

I  trust  our  meeting  here  in  this  section  of  the  State  may  be  the  cause  of 
attracting  new  members,  and'that  every  reputable  druggist  in  'North  Caro- 
lina may  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to  ally  himself  with  us,  and  thus  lend  his  aid 
to  an  organization  which  is  evidently  calculated  to  effect  needed  reforms  in 
the  practice  of  pharmacy,  the  advancement  of  pharmaceutical  knowledge, 
and  the  elevation  of  our  professional  character.  Educational  influences, 
however,  should  not  be  for  the  druggist  alone,  b  jt  should  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  general  public.  They  having  demanded,  for  their  own  safety,  by 
means  of  the  Pharmacy  Law,  that  the  retail  druggist  shall  possess  profes- 
sional knowledge,  they  cannot  certainly  expect  to  treat  him  as  a  tradesman 
only.  Unfortunately,  the  public,  while  realizing  the  position  in  which  they 
stand  to  men  who  are  wholly  professional,  as  the  lawyer  or  the  doctor,  do 
not  realize,  and  perhaps  never  will  quite  realize,  the  position  in  which  they 
stand  to  the  real  pharmacist,  for  the  trading  part  of  his  work  obscures  the 
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professional  side.  The  value  of  the  educated  druggist  is,  or  ought  to  be, 
that  he  protects  the  consumer,  and  for  giving  this  protection  has  a  clear 
right  to  be  paid,  and  he  can  well  say  to  his  customer  that  his  charge  is  not 
only  for  the  medicine,  but  for  time  and  1  rouble  in  being  able  to  ascertain 
that  it  is  genuine  and  unimpaired.  "The  laborer  for  the  good  of  all  is  at 
least  worthy  of  reasonable  reward  when  working  at  his  calling."  I  believe 
it  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  urge  upon  all  who  represent  legitimate 
pharmacy,  which  is  founded  in  knowledge  and  intelligence  to  resolutely 
observe  and  maintain  a  proper  recompense  for  their  services,  as  well  as  for 
commodities  sold  by  them.  There  is  nothing  gained  by  cutting  prices,  and 
if  one  man  sells  an  article  at  a  lower  price  to  gain  an  advantage  over  his 
neighbor,  the  latter  soon  finds  it  out  and  makes  his  price  the  same.  By  such 
means  prices  are  forced  down  below  a  reasonable  profit,  thus  making  his 
business  more  and  more  a  competitive  and  mercenary  trade.  We  have 
formed  this  association,  and  it  is  desirable  that  we  should  carefully  consider 
ils  objects,  now  and  hereafter,  and  what  particluar  good  can  be  accom- 
plished. The  pharmacist  must  continue  his  researches  for  the  well  being  of 
his  fellow  men. 

Among  other  things  we  desire  to  adopt  such  means  as  to  conduct  our  bus- 
iness in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  as  well  as  to  increase  our  trade.  We  are 
all  standingon  the  same  platform,  advocating  and  maintaining  the  same  prin- 
ciple. Let  us  endeavor  to  uphold  the  standard  of  our  calling,  and  cultivate 
cordial  feelings  among  our  fellow  members.  Let  us  remember  that 
the  better  the  pharmacist  performs  the  duties  he  is  required  to  do  the  greater 
will  be  his  personal  success.  Let  us  show  to  the  world  how  legislative  en- 
actment, new  or  extended,  will  better  enable  us  to  perform  our  duties.  It 
is  impossible  to  estimate  how  much  is  due  to  improved  and  skilled  pharma- 
cy of  the  present  day.  No  other  period  of  time  has  ever  shown  such  ad- 
vance as  the  present  era.  It  is  urged  by  some  that  our  occupation  is  too 
confining  and  laborious,  young  men  have  no  time  for  study  or  improvement 
for  the  reason  that  they  have  to  apply  themselves  so  closely  to  business  that 
they  have  no  heart  or  energy  to  awaken  a  healthy  intellectual  interest  in  the 
bu.siness?  There  will  be  some  drudges  in  all  occuj^ations,  but  it  is  generally 
the  fault  of  the  individual. 

Pharmacy  has  maintained  an  important  position  in  its  relations  to  man- 
kind. It  has  given  to  the  world  many  brilliant  names  from  the  rank  of  its 
followers,  and  at  the  same  time  many  valuable  discoveries  for  the  allevia- 
tion of  the  ills  of  humanity.  It  is  our  duty  to  continue  to  push  on,  and 
search  for  that  which  is  elevating,  and  to  encourage  any  and  all  measures 
which  look  to  its  improvement. 

Respecting  our  relations  to  the  medical  profession,  1  feel  compelled  to  say 
that  they  are  not  as  satisfactory  as  they  should  be.  It  should  be  the  physi- 
cian's aim  to  prescribe  the  best  agents  that  science  and  information  can  sug- 
gest, particularly  medicines  the  character  of  which  are  well  known  and  es- 
tablished, but  many  of  them   take  up   unofHcilial  and  proprietary  articles 
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of  specified  manufacture,  the  composition  of  wliich  is  often  wholly  or  in  part 
withheld.  By  this  means  many  preparations  are  introduced  under  the  head 
of  new  remedies  at  exorbitant  prices,  and  every  druggist  has  in  stoct:  prep- 
arations that  are  liable  to  deteriorate,  and  in  a  short  time  are  not  called  for 
or  prescribed  any  longer.  A  physician  should  be  careful  to  inform  himself  thor- 
oughly about  such  preparations,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  judge  for  himself  the 
quality  of  the  medicines  that  may  be  furnished  him.  It  would  be  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  all  if  our  practitioners  would  confine  themselves  more  generally 
to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  a  work  of  which  American  pharmacy  may  well  be 
proud.  It  has  been  largely  discussed  in  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
journals,  and  has  been  pronounced  by  learned  men  to  be  one  of  the  best  and 
most  progressive  in  the  world.  This  being  so,  let  us  take  it  as  our  guide,  and 
by  doing  this  we  will  be  following  the  highest  and  only  recognized  law  re- 
garding the  preparations  that  are  worthy  to  be  dispensed. 

Matters  of  trade  interest  should  be  duly  cared  for  and  freely  discussed,  as 
they  are  of  the  first  importance. 

The  retail  druggists  have  now  a  National  Association.  Measures  have 
been  adopted,  as  you  all  know,  that  afford  adequate  protection  to  all  legiti- 
mate dealers,  with  a  few  e.xceptions,  both  wholesale  and  retail. 

The  principal  proposition  is,  that  the  several  proprietors  have  made  it  a 
condition  of  sale  that  their  preparations  shall  not  be  sold  to  those  who,  after 
receipt  of  proper  notice,  persist  in  underselling  proprietors' limit  of  price. 
Local  and  State  Associations  are  particularly  requested  to  assist  in  car- 
rying out  this  plan,  and  I  hope  that  every  proprietor  of  a  retail  store 
in  our  State  will  join  the  National  Retail  Druggists'  Association.  '  Blank 
applications  can  be  had  here,  and  members  can  join  without  the  least  trou- 
ble or  inconvenience.  Our  State  has  now  about  twenty-five  members  in  the 
N.  R.  D.  A.,  though  I  trust  we  may  be  able  to  make  a  better  showing 
before  this  convention  adjourns.  The  whole  membership  throughout  the 
United  States  numbers  over  twenty-five  hundred,  but  it  will  require  five 
thousand  members  to  make  it  self-sustaining — if  we  cannot  reach  this 
number  the  organization  will  be  likely  to  succumb.  These  matters  are 
all  of  vital  importance  to  each  of  us,  and  will  far  outweigh  the  trifling 
sum  required  for  annual  duesT, 

I  would  recommend  that  article  five  of  our  by-laws  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  five  delegates  to  represent  this  Association  in 
the  National  Retail  Druggists'  Association.  I  would  advise  that  our  an- 
nual dues  be  raised  to  two  dollars,  the  same  that  they  were  formerly,  as 
our  receipts  are  now  below  our  annual  expenses,  that  is  if  our  present 
schedule  of  expenses  is  maintained.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary 
be  requested  to  preserve  at  least  ten  copies  each  of  the  published  proceed- 
ings, and  at  the  end  of  each  five  years  these  proceedings  can  be  bound 
together  in  book  form,  in  order  that  cur  transactions  may  be  preserved. 
The  exhibition  is  a  very  essential  part  of  our  meeting,  and  should  have 
a  prominent   place  in  our  arrangements  for  the   meetings,  as  it  is  always 
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an  inviting  feature  to  all.  The  reports  of  officers  and  committees  will 
show,  I  believe,  that  the  duties  have  been  faithfully  and  properly  attend- 
ed to,  and  that  the  affairs  of  the  Association  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  I 
think  some  change  should  be  made  in  the  time  of  holding  our  meetings. 
An  earlier  date  during  the  second  week  in  June  would  give  us  a  larger  at- 
tendance, and  we  could  work  with  nitre  zeal  and  interest  than  we  can  in 
tiie  middle  of  Augu.st.  One  other  suggestion  I  should  like  to  offer :  As 
lawyers  and  physicians  are  exempt  from  jury  duty  I  think  druggists  are  enti- 
tled to  the  same  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  State.  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  be  requested  to  present  a  bill 
to  the  next  Legislature  with  a  view  to  accomplishing  this  end. 

We  are  reminded  by  the  history  of  the  past  year  of  the  frailty  of  human 
life.  Death  has  removed  two  of  our  members  since  our  last  meeting,  B. 
H.  Garrett  of  Raleigh  and  W.  E.  Hand  of  Charlotte.  Appropriate  resolu- 
tions will  be  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  me  in  making  me  your  presiding  officer  for  the  past  year,  and  for 
the  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  whilst  engaged  in  the  discharge  of 
official  duties,  and  bespeaking  your  lenient  judgment  for  the  imperfec- 
tions which  I  am  conscious  have  attended  by  best  efforts  to  serve  you,  I 
shall  be  happy  to  return  again  to  private  station  among  you. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rowland  the  report  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  fi\'e  to  consider  the  suggestions  con- 
tained therein. 

Vice  President  Thomp.son  appointed  Messrs.  A.  W.  Rowland. 
N.  R.  Tunstall.  H.  R.  Home,  R.  G.  Glenn  and  E.  V.  Zoeller  as 
said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Nadal  the  following  was  unanimously 
adopted  : 

Resoli'cd,  That  the  Medical  profession  and  Press  of  Charlotte  be  invited 
to  attend  our  meetings,  and  that  the  privileges  and  courtesies  of  the  Asso- 
ciation he  tendered  them,  and  tiiat  the  Local  Secretary  be  requested  to 
notify  them  of  the  invitation. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  S.  Lee,  then  made  his  annual  report  a.s 
follows  : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Associatiou  : 

GiiNTi.EMK.N:  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  I 
hereby  make  my  report  as  Treasurer  for  the  past  year. 

At  the  clo.se  of  our  last  meeting  we  had  182  members,  including  quite  a 
numl)er  of  delinciuents  for  non-ixiyment  of  dues.     All  hnve  been  notified  of 
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the  amount  due  by  them  to  the  Association,  and  their  attention  called  to 
the  penalty  for  neglecting  to  pay  the  same  for  two  successive  years.  A  few 
have  respended  to  the  notice  by  remitting  the  amount  due.  Those  failing 
to  do  so  have  been  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  accounts  for  dues  have  been  rendered,  some  have  been  paid,  and 
there  is  now  a  consideraljle  amoimt  due.  This  amount,  however,  will  be 
diminished  before  the  clo.se  of  the  meeting  by  payments  received  from  the 
members  present. 

I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Association -to  the  fact  that  the  cur- 
rent expenses  will  in  a  few  years  absorb  the  entire  amount  of  the  funds,  as 
the  annual  receipts  for  dues  with  the  present  membership  (pro\ided  it  is  all 
paid)  is  only  $182,  whereas  the  annual  current  exj^enses  will  average  not 
le.ss  than  I325.  The  diffe'ence  in  the  receipts  and  disbursements  is  .so  great 
that  I  mention  this  in  order  that  the  Association  may  take  such  action  as 
they  may  think  proper  in  regard  to  it.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal  the  report  was  recei\-ed.  and  that 
portion  relating  to  increase  of  receipts  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  President's  Address,  the  remainder  to  an  auditing 
committee. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  \V.  C.  Porter,  J.  H.  McAden 
and  F.  \V.  Hancock  as  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  his  annual  report,  which  wa.< 
read  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes  : 

To  the    President  and   Members  of  the  North    Carolina  Pharmaccuticat 
Associatian  : 

Gentlemen  :  At  the  opening  of  the  Fourtli  Annaal  Meeting  there  were 
173  members  of  the  Association.  Eleven  applicants  were  elected  to  mem- 
bership, making  1S4.  Deduct  from  this  the  loss  of  one  member  by  death 
and  one  resignation  you  will  have  a  niembe.'shipat  the  close  of  the  meeting 
of 1S2. 

There  was  considerable  delay  in  printing  the  proceedings  of  last  year's 
meeting,  although  it  was  unavoidable  on  your  Secretary's  part,  When  they 
were  finished  they  made  a  neat  pamphlet  of  64  pages,  a  copy  of  which  was 
mailed  to  every  member  of  the  Association,  to  the  Secretary  of  all  State 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  as  far  as  they  were  known,  and  to  the  various 
pharmaceutical  journals. 

During  the  year  1  have  received  the  Proceedings  of  the  following  State 
Associations  for  1883  :  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Maryland.  Mississippi,  Mis- 
souri, New  Hampshire,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  Wisconsin. 
I  have  received  regularly  during  the  past  year  the  "Weekly  Drug  News," 
address  to  this  Association.  The  proprietors  are  entitled  to  our  thanks  for 
the  same. 

As  required  by  our  P>y-Laws  I  mailed  a  notice  to  every  member  of  the 
Association  of  the  time  and  place  of  this  meeting  and  invited  their  attend- 
ance. I  also  sent  to  every  registered  pharmacist  in  the  State  (who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Association)  a  circular  setting  forth  the  advantages  of  mem- 
bership, and  asking  them  to  join  us  at  this  meeting.

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l<EPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD

To  His  Excelletuy,  Thus.  J.  Jarvis,  Governor: 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  and  to  the  Noith  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion a  report  of  the  action  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  since 
my  last  report. 

The  fifth  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  held  in  the  city  of  Golds- 
boro  May  9th,  1S83,  a  quorum  of  the  Board  being  present,  viz  :  Messrs, 
Green,  Meadows  and  Nadal.  At  this  meeting  four  candidates  appeared  for 
examination,  three  of  whom  passed  a  favorable  examination,  and  being  ad- 
judged properly  qualified  to  practice  pharmacy,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  issue  to  them  certificates  as  Licentiates  in  Pharmacy.  One  of  the  candi- 
dates passing  the  examination  failed  on  a  former  occasion.  The  other  can- 
didate failed  to  pass. 

The  si.xth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of  Wilmington  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  August  8th  and  9th,  18S3.  Present :  Messrs. 
Green,  Meadows,  Nadal,  Tull  and  Simpson.  At  this  meeting  two  applicants 
for  examination  presented  themselves,  one  of  whom  failed  to  pass  a  favora- 
ble examination  at  the  preceding  meeting  of  the  Board,  and,  after  due  ex- 
amination, both  applicants  passed  satisfactory  examinations,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  issue  to  each  a  certificate  as  Licentiate  in  Pharmacy. 
Three  candidates  for  registration  also  made  application  at  this  meeting,  and 
being  graduates  of  Colleges  of  Medicine,  their  diplomas  having  been  duly 
examined  and  found  in  proper  form,  Certificates  of  Registration  were  grant- 
ed them. 

The  seventh  meeting  of  th^  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  P^b. 
5th,  1884.  Present :  Messrs.  Green,  Meadows,  Nadal  and  Simpson.  At 
this  meeting  five  candidates  appeared  for  examination,  two  passing  an  ap- 
proved examination,  and  three  failed  to  pass.  Certificates  as  Licentiates 
were  granted  those  passing  the  examination. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  circular-letter  to  the  Judges  of 
the  several  Judicial  Districts  ot  the  State,  calling  their  attention  to,  and 
asking  their  co-operation  in  enforcing,  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
A  similar  letter  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Sheriffs  of  the  State,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  one  of  which  amendments 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  .Sheriffs  to  see  the  law  enforced.

Sir:  lam  directed  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Thannacy  to  call  the 
attention  of  >T)ur  Honor  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  iSSi^a  copy  of  which  I  en- 
close, and  ask  that  you  bring  the  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof  to  the 
attention  of  Grand  Juries  in  your  charges  to  then7.  The  fact  that  the  Act 
is  classed  with  Corporations  in  the  Code,  and  no  mention  is  made  of  it  under 
the  head  Misdemeanors,  and  the  supposition  that  your  Honor  may  never 
have  been  aware  that  a  penalty  is  attached  for  violation  of  certain  provisions 
thereof,  will  be  my  apology  for  thus  bringing  the  matter  before  you.

To  the  Sheriff  of County  : 

Dear  Sir  :  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  amendment  to  the 
Pharmacy  Act  was  passed  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several 
counties  to  see  the  provisions  of  said  Act  enforced.  I  address  you  this  cir- 
cular-letter calling  your  attention  to  the  Act,  together  with  the  amendments 
thereto,  copies  of  which  are  enclosed.  The  points  to  which  I  desire  more 
particularly  to  call  your  attention  are  the  following  : 

"Numbers  of  Druggists  who  are  registered  fail  to  renew  their  registra- 
tion, as  required  by  law,  although  they  have  been  repeatedly  notified  by  me 
of  their  delinquency.  The  law  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  fail  to  renew  reg- 
istration. 

"It  is  also  unlawful  for  one  who  is  not  registered  to  Ik-  left  in  charge  of  a 
drugstore  where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  filled  or  poisonous  drugs  sold. 

"Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  numbers  of  merchants,  not 
licensed  as  Druggists,  sell  poisonous  drugs  in  other  than  in  the  original 
package  in  which  they  receive  them  :  in  other  words,  they  will  open  a  bottle 
of  morphine  and  sell  a  few  grains  to  a  customer.  This  is  also  a  violation  of 
the  law,  as  no  one  but  a  registered  Druggist,  or  a  physician  who  puts  up  his 
own  prescriptions,  isallowed  to  dispense  poisons  otherwise  than  in  the  original 
package  in  which  they  are  received  from  the  manufacturer.  It  is  also  re- 
quired by  the  Act  that  all  persons  selling  poisons,  as  enumerated  in  Sched- 
ules "A"  and  "B,"  shall  keep  a  Poison  Register,  in  which  to  register  the 
same,  as  required  by  law. 

"The  Act  makes  it  your  duty  to  see  that  every  person  selling  drugs  in 
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your  county  is  in  possession  of  a  certificate,  or  a  renewal  thereof,  licensing 
him  to  do  so.  This  does  not  apply  to  physici:ins  preparing-  their  own  pre- 
scriptions, unle'-s  they  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  medicines  ;  nor  does  it 
apply  to  any  town  of  less  than  five  hundred  inliabitants."

tlie  Secretary,  and  would  recommend  that  at  the  end  of  each  five  years  one 
copy  of  the  proceedings  for  each  year  be  bound  in  one  volume  and  pre- 
served as  the  records  of  the  Association. 

The  diversity  of  opinion  among  your  committee  in  regard  to  the  change 
of  time  of  holding  pur  annual  meeting  to  June  induces  them  to  refer  the  mat 
ter  to  the  Association  that  a  full  discussion  as  to  the  individual  preferences 
and  conveniences  may  be  had.

to  each  member  by  our  efficient  Secretary. 

Ore  resignation  has  been  presented — ^that  of  E.  F  Hatch  of  Goldsboro. 
Having  moved  out  of  the  State  and  having  complied  with  the  By-Laws  we 
would  recommend  that  his  resignation  be  accepted. 

With  regret  we  report  the  death  of  two  members  since  our  last  meeting 
B.  H.  Garrett  of  Raleigh  and  W.  E.  Hand  of  Charlotte. 

We  also  report  that  we  have  examined  twenty  applications  for  member- 
ship. Our  membership  at  the  close  of  last  meeting  was  182  Twenty  addi- 
tions at  this  meeting  and  a  loss  by  death  of  two  and  by  resignation  one 
leaves  the  present  membership  199. 

Several  delinquents  have  been  reported  at  several  meetings  by  the  Treas- 
urer, and  at  the  last  meeting  he  was  instructed  to  issue  a  circular-letter  to 
each  stating  the  penalty  of  non-compliance  with  the  law.  This  he  has  done 
and  there  now  remains  about  40  on  the  list  as  delinquents,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  immediate  action  be  taken  with  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  DELEfiATES   TO  THE    AMERICAN  PHARMACEU- 
TICAL ASSOCIATION. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

The  31st  annual  meeting  of  the  'American  Pharmaceutical  .'\ssociation 
was  held  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  National  Museum,. Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  Tuesday,  Sept.  nth,  1883,  and 
continued  its  sessions  for  four  days.  Fifty  four  Colleges  and  Associations 
were  represented  and  nearly  three  hundred  members  in  attendance. 

The  meeting  having  been  called  to  order  by  President  Heinitsh,  the  Ic-cal 
Secretary,  Mr.  Chas.  Becker,  introduced  General  J.  West,  who  welcomed 
the  members  of  the  As.sociation  to  the  National  Capital. 

The  President  on  behalf  of  the  Association  returned  thanks,  through 
General  West,  to  the  municipal  authorities  of  Washington. 
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The  President,  in  his  address,  took  occasion  to  review  the  prog  .-ess  of  the 
Association  since  its  last  nieetingin  VVa.shingtonj'ust  25  years  ago,  and  to  con- 
sider briefly  its  present  condition  and  position,  scicentirically  and  sjcially. 
A  tribute  of  respect  was  paid  to  tlie  memory  ofth;  venerable  Daniel  H. 
Smith,  the  first  president  of  the  Association,  w.io  died  in  tae  city  of  Philadel- 
phia March  29th,  1S82,  in  the  91st  year  of  his  age.  The  deatli  of  those  emi- 
nent scientists.  Prof  Dr.  Woehler  and  Prof  Henry  Draper,  was  touchingly 
alluded  to,  The  address  was  one  replete  with  words  of  wisdom  and  ex. 
pressions  of  gratification  at  the  present  high  position  the  Association  had 
reached. 

The  Report  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy  is,  a-;  usual,  very  full  and  com- 
plete, covering,  as  it  does,  290  closely  printed  pages  of  the  Proceedings, 
and  evinces  much  painstaking,  care  and  research  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Diehl, 
the  reporter.  It  reviews  all  the  current  pharmaceutical,  botanical  and 
chemical  literature  of  the  year,  both  foreign  and  American,  and  gives  a  fair 
synopsis  of  all  that  is  worthy  of  preservation. 

Many  valuable  papers  were  read  on  highly  interesting  subjects,  eliciting 
ample  discussion,  and  giving  additional  interest  to  the  subject  matter  under 
consideration.  The  Association  has  a  stenographic  reporter,  so  that  the 
minutes  contain  all  that  is  said,  and  are  full  and  accurate. 

The  paper  by  Prof.  J.  U.  Lloyd  on  Precipitates  in  Fluid  Extracts  and  in 
Tinctures,  &c.,  was  highly  instructive.  Prof.  Lloyd  has  devoted  much  time 
and  given  much  study  to  this  subject,  and  well  deserved  the  thanks  of  th-j 
Association,  which  were  so  heartily  tendered  him,  for  the  masterly  inanner 
in  which  the  subject  was  presented.  Prof.  Lloyd  also  contributed  a  paper 
on  Extract  of  Malt. 

Atnong  the  many  excellent  essays  presented,  we  may  be  pardoned  fcr 
briefly  alluding  to  the  following,  that  of  Prof.  Oldberg  on  .Specific  Voli.mes. 

Improved  Process  with  Apparatus  for  Manufacturing  Fluid  Extracts  on  a 
large  scale,  by  Wm.  M.  Thompson  of  Philadelphia.  Also  Laboratory  N<jt  es 
by  the  same  author. 

On  the  quality  of  commerciel  Iodide  of  Potassium,  by  Prof  Prescjtt— an 
exhaustive  and  exceedingly  valuable  essay. 

On  the  Mashing,  Fermenting  a*nd  Distillation  of  Grain  into  Whiskey,  by 
Chas.  K.  Gallagher,  N.  C.  A  very  instructive  paper,  and  one  which  we  re- 
gret the  author  did  not  contribute  to  our  Association. 

On  commercial  Quinine  Pills,  by  V.  Coblentz,  Springfield,  O.  An  e.\- 
ceedingly  valuable  paper,  one  causing  some  discussion  and  proving  very  in- 
structive. 

Petrolatum  in  the  officinal  Ointments,  by  Prof  Remington.    Phila. 

"Pharmaceutical  Notes,"  by  J.  W.  Colcord. 

"Who  is  Responsible  for  Adulteration  ?"  by  R.  W.  Cowdrey,  Chicago. 

"On  Citrate  of  Caffeine,"  by  C.  G.  Wheeler,  Chicago. 

Numbers  of  other  papers,  both  volunteer  and  in  answer  to  accepted  que- 
ries, were  read  and  are  only  now  alluded  to  that  yoii  miy  have  some  idea  of 
the  value  of  the  Proceedings. 
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Here  your  Committee  would  repeat  what  has  been  said  on  a  former  occa- 
sion, and  ursre  upon  the  members  of  this  Association  the  propriety  of  be- 
coming: identified  with  our  national  Association.  The  annual  fee  is  much 
more  than  counterbalanced  by  value  of  the  Proceedings  containing  as  they 
do,  information  which  can  be  had  from  no  other  source. 

The  social  features  of  the  meeting  add  greatly  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  oc 
casion.  Here  one  meets  co-workers  from  all  parts  of  our  country,  from 
Canada  to  Texas,  and  from  Maine  to  California— men  eminent  in  the  do 
main  of  Pharmacy,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Medicine  and  the  allied  sciences. 
The  acquaintances  thus  formed  md  the  friendships  thus  engendered  cause 
the  annual  meetings  to  be  looked  forward  to  with  pleasant  anticipation. 

The  pharmacists  of  Washington  had  arranged  a  series  of  enter- 
tnnments  and  visits  for  the  members  of  the  Association  and  such 
ladies  as  accompanied  them,  with  which  the  rainy  weather  pre- 
vailing during  a  part  of  tiie  time  materially  interfered,  such  as 
the  drive  to  tlie  .Soldiers'  Home,  &c.  The  tune  was  well  im- 
proved, however,  in  visiting  the  National  Museum  m  the  Smithsonian 
Institute,  and  examining  the  many  objects  of  interest  therein  contained,  and 
the  large  collection  of  Drugs,  Chemicals,  Apparatus,  &c.,  on  exhibition,  an 
exhibit  which  your  Committee  feel  warranted  in  saying  was  the  largest, 
most  varied  and  altogether  the  finest  the  Association  has  ever  been  favored 
with,  at  least  during  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years. 

Invitations  to  visit  the  Corcoran  Art  Gallery,  the  Treasury  Department, 
Patent  Office,  and  other  Departments  of  the  Government,  were  accepted, 
and  the  visits  heartily  enjoyed  by  the  members  present.  By  invitation  num- 
bers of  the  members,  accompanied  by  their  ladies,  visited  the  Executive 
Mansion,  and  were  introduced  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  At 
night  a  grand  ball  was  given  at  the  armory  of  the  National  Rifles,  and  on 
the  following  evening  a  banquet  at  Abner's  Hall,  all  complimentary  to  the 
As.sociation.  A  most  excellent  vocal  and  instrumental  concert  was  given  at 
the  Congregational  Church,  on  the  first  night  of  our  arrival,  and  on  Frida\ 
tafter  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Association  an  excursion  down  the  Poto. 
mac  to  Mount  Vernon  was  tendered  by  the  Washington  pharmacists.  The 
sail  down  the  river  was  richly  enjoyed,  as  was  the  elegant  collation  which 
was  served  after  our  arrival  at  Mount  Vernon. 

We  notice  that  there  are  only  sixteen  members  of  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  from  our  State.  Ought  not  North  Carolina  to  be  more 
fully  represented  ? 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Association  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee 
on  the  last  Tuesday  in  the  present  month.

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On  motion  a  committee  of  fiv^e  was  appointed  to  report  on  the 
articles  placed  on  exhibition.  The  President  appointed  the  com- 
mittee as  follows  :  Messrs.  J.  H.  McAden,  T.  F.  Kluttz.

Reply  to  Query  No.  2  by  Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller  was  then  read  and 
ordered  (by  the  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings : 

QUERY  NO.  2. 

"An  examination  of  the  commercial  Pepsins." 

The  subjoined  results  were  obtained  by  applying  the  Pharmacopteial  Tests 
in  the  following  manner : 

Preparation  of  Albumen.— To  boiling  water  chicken  eggs  were  added, 
and  the  ebullition  allowed  to  continue  for  thirty  minutes,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  the  eggs  were  removed,  placed  in  cold  water  and  allowed  to  cool. 
When  cold  the  shqll  and  lining  membrane  and  yolk  were  carefully  removed 
from  the  white  or  albuminous  portion,  which  was  retained,  washed  with 
water  and  wiped  dry  with  a  towel.  The  Albumen  was  then  pressed  through 
a  sieve  having  eighteen  meshes  to  the  linear  inch,  and  use  J.  The  Albumen 
was  always  freshly  prepared  for  a  test. 

Test  for  Digestive  Poiver. — To  a  series  of  wide-mouthed  bottles  of  about 
two  fluid  ounces  capacity  five  hundred  grains  of  acidulated  water,  of  the 
strength  directed,  was  added,  and  bottles  with  contents,  by  meansof  water 
bath,  brought  to  the  proper  temperature  (100°  to  104°  F.)  and  maintained 
throughout  the  test.  To  each  bottle  was  then  added  a  like  and  definite 
weight  (usually  one  grain)  of  the  Pepsin  to  be  tested,  and  varying  weights 
of  the  divided  Albumen.  Each  bottle  was  shaken  every  thirty  minutes, 
consisting  of  three  rapid  upward  and  downward  movements  of  the  arm, 
throughout  the  test.  At  the  end  of  six  hours  the  amount  of  Albumen  which 
was  digested  was  noted.  The  above  is  the  detail  applied  to  every  Saccha- 
rated  Pepsin. 

Owing  to  the  greater  digestive  power  of  the  Concentrated  or  Dry  Pepsin 
and  the  so-called  .Scale  Pepsin,  necessitating  the  use  of  larger  weights  of 
Albumen,  which  increased  the  bulk  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  two  ounce 
vials,  and  thinking  that  possibly  the  amount  of  fluid  would  affect  the  diges- 
tibility in  some  manner,  eight  ounce  vials  and  two  thousand  grains  of  acidu- 
lated water  were  employed.  With  this  exception  the  tests  were  in  every 
respect  exactly  like  those  stated  for  Saccharated  Pepsin. 

Owmg  to  the  variation  of  the  digestibility  of  different  lots  of  Albumen, 
and  as  it  was  impossible  to  determine  the  digestive  power  of  all  the  brands 
of  Pepsin  examined,  at  one  digestion,  or  from  the  same  lot  of  Albumen, 
recourse  was  had  to  what  might  be  called  a  check  test,  which  proceeded  in 
company  with  the  test  or  tests  proper,  and  consisted  in  the  selection  of  a  given 
brand  of  Pepsin  of  ascertained  digestive  power,  and  under  the  proper  condi- 
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tions,  allowing  it  to  act  upon  its  quota  of  Albumen,  whereupon  if  any  varia- 
tion of  di.sfestibility  was  indicated,  every  test  made  with  that  particular  lot 
of  Albumen  was  thrown  aside  and  the  test  not  noted. 

Incidentally  it  was  found  that  the  more  recently  the  eggs  were  laid  the 
less  variation  there  was  in  the  digestibility  of  their  Albumen.  The  digesti- 
bility increases  with  age. 

The  acidity  of  the  Pepsin  was  arrived  at  by  sprinkling  it  upon  moistened 
Litmus,  instead  of  following  the  usual  manner  of  applying  Litmus  paper. 
This  method  is  more  delicate.  Mixtures  of  Pepsin,  consisting  of  five  parts 
in  one  hundred  c^f  water,  failed  to  react  add  when  the  paper  was  plunged 
into  it,  but  'he  same  Pepsin  did  so  when  sprinkled  dry  upon  the  moistened 
l^aper,  or  wiien  the  paper  was  dipped  into  a  magma  of  the  Pepsin  with 
water.  When  a  Pepsin  reacted  acid  in  a  mixture  of  the  above  mentioned 
strength  it  is  noted  below  us  sfroftj^fy  acid,  and  when  it  failed,  bui  indicated 
acid  on  sprinkling  it  upon  the  paper  it  is  noted  as  faintly  acid. 

The  fact  as  to  whether  a  given  Pepsin  contained  Mucus  or  not  could  not 
i)e  determined  entirely  satisfactorily,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  distinctly 
drawing  the  line  between  the  different  degrees  of  turbidity,  or  opalescence 
pr'>duced  by  the  various  brands.  So  when  it  is  stated  that  a  Pepsin  con- 
tains Mucus  it  is  only  when  fully  satisfied  thereof — that  is,  the  indications  for 
its  presence  are  marked  beyond  a  doubt. 

Odor  and  taste  vary  so  greatly  in  different  individuals  that  statements 
thereof  are  only  arbitrary  and  of  little  value,  and  rather  difficult  to  express 
or  describe.  However,  a  majority  of  the  Saccharated  Pepsins  examined  had 
a  closely  allied  odor  that  might  be  said  to  be  characteristic,  though  the  odor 
varied  in  intensity  and  could,  in  some  instances,  be  .said  to  be  distinctly  for- 
eign but  indescribable,  commingled  with  that  alluded  to  above  as  charac- 
teristic. A  starch  Pepsin  had  an  odor  that  could  be  likened  to  that  of  or- 
dinary Dextrin  or  to  sour  dough. 

The  so  called  Scale  Pepsins  possessed  a  strong  indescribable  unpleasant 
odor,  which  might  also  be  said  to  be  characteristic  of  them,  as  the  differ- 
ences was  more  one  of  intensity  or  degree.  The  odor  of  the  Concentrated 
Pepsin  was  the  same  as  that  designated  a  characteristic  to  the  Saccharated 
Pepsins. 

It  was  observed  that  the  rubbing  of  any  Pepsin  in  a  mortar  markedly 
intensified  any  odor  which  it  possessed.  This  may  be  attributed  to  an  in- 
crease of  temperature  produced  by  the  friction,  heat  having  such  an  effect 
upon  the  Pep.sins.  By  thus  treating  the  so  called  Scale  Pepsins,  either  alone 
or  by  admixture  with  Sugar  of  Milk,  their  characteristic  odors  become  so 
intensified  as  to  be  exceedingly  disagreeable. 

The  taste  of  none  of  the  Pepsins  afforded  any  satisfactory  dislinguish- 
ment. 

The  physical  appearances  of  the  Saccharated  Pepsins  varied  only  slightly. 
Being  in  a  pulverulent  condition,  with,  in  some  instances,  a  gritty  feeling 
when  rubbed  between  the  fingers,  probably  due  to  the  coarseness  of  the 
powdered  Sugar  of  Milk  used  in  their  manufacture,  and  in  color  varying  from

dull  white  to  that  attached  to  finely  powdered  Orris  Root.  The  Starch  Pep- 
sin possessed  a  marked  brownish- white  appearance. 

Two  brands  of  the  so  called  Scale  Pepsins  examined  were  in  crystalline 
fr.-igments  or  grains,  of  the  size  and  shape  of  coarse  granulated  sugar,  pale 
amber  color  of  slightly  different  shade.s,  and  very  hygroscopic,  one  more  so 
than  the  other.  One  was  quite  clean  and  free  of  trash,  while  the  other  con- 
tained fragments  of  what  was  apparently  straw.  The  other  brand  e.xamined 
was  in  flat  or  laminar  scales,  of  a  light  brown  color,  and  quite  permanent  in 
the  air.  The  concentrated  Pepsin  was  in  fine  grains,  of  a  faint  yellowish- 
white  color,  almost  identical  to  that  usually  attached  to  finely  powdered 
■Orris  Root. 

Every  Pep.sin  e.xamined  was  purchased  ofsome  wholesale  druggist  during 
the  current  year.  Some  of  the  dealers  of  whom  the  purchases  were  made 
hailed  also  as  manufactures  of  the  Pepsin. 

Each  sample  for  examination  was  extracted  from  an  origin.al  and  newly 
opened  package,

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In  the  above  table  Pepsin  No.  12  was  said  to  have  been  prepared  from  the 
stomach  of  the  ox,  N0.13  was  a  Dry  or  Concentrated  Pepsin,  Nos.  14,  15  anct 
16  so  called  Scale  Pep.sins.  No.  2  a  Starch  Pepsm  of  foreign  manufacture^ 
and  all  others  Saccharated  Pepsin  of  American  make. 

In  other  respects  the  table  will  be  self-explanatory.  At  first  glance  at- 
tention will  likely  be  directed  to  the  fact  that  of  twelve  brands  of  Saccharated 
Pepsin  examined  only  two  possessed  the  digestive  power  required  by 
the  Pharmacopceia.  The  results  might  have  been  otherwise  had  orders 
been  written  for  Saccharated  Pepsm.  U.  S.  P.  18S0,  for  all  purchases  were 
made  of  dealers  who  possessed  a  good  reputation,  and  it  is  not  supposed 
that  they  would  intentionally  substitute  or  palm  off  an  article  of  inferior 
quality  for  the  one  directed  or  desired.  But  had  this  course  been  pursued 
the  results  could  not  have  been  rigidly  accepted  as  an  answer  to  the  title  of 
this  paper.  Pharmacists,  as  a  whole  are  not  as  particular  as  they  should 
be  when  sending  orders  for  medicinal  articles  to  wholesale  dealers,  in  stating 
exactly  what  is  wanted  and  expected.  It  might  also  be  said  that  when  an 
order  is  made  without  any  contrary  specification  it  is  expected  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  wholesale  dealer  or  manufacturer  to  supply  the  Pharmacopceial 
article,  especially  when  sufficient  time  has  elapsed,  as  in  this  instance,  to 
conform  with  the  new  requirements. 

At  any  rate  the  results  here  obtained  indicate  that  if  the  piiarmacist  does 
not  demand  and  insist  upon  having  official  articles  furnished  him,  of  stand- 
ard strength,  the  wholesale  dealer  will  give  himself  little  trouble  to  supply 
them,  but  most  likely  sell  those  which  net  the  greatest  profit. 

The  varying  digestive  power  of  Saccharated  Pepsins  would  seem  to  lend 
an  explanation  to  the  conflicting  statements  made  by  physicians  as  to  the 
usefulness  or  therapeutical  application  of  it,  some  asserting  with  much  pos- 
itiveness  that  it  is  worthless  as  a  medicinal  agent,  and  others  with  equal 
positiveness  lauding  it  as  invaluable,  the  difference  in  opinion  being 
doubtless  due  to  the  quality  of  the  Pepsin  administered. 

Reply  to  Query  No.  6.,  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Green  was  then  read 
and  ordered  (by  the  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the 
proceedings  : 

QUERY  No.  6. 

Vinegar  and  Infusion  of  Digitalis  are  said  to  be  therapeutically  more  active 
than  any  of  the  other  pharmaceutical  preparations.  How  can  this  be  ex- 
plained ? 

There  are  five  officinal  preparations  of  this  drug,  two  of  which  (Extractum 
Digitalis  and  Abstractum  Digitalis)  are  rarely  ever  used,  and  are  probably 
less  reliable  than  either  of  the  others.  The  special  virtues  of  the  drug  are 
possessed  by  either  of  the  remaining  preparations,  but  the  tincture  is  cer- 
tainly more  used  than  any  other  to  obtain  the  action  of  the  drug  upon  the 
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heart.  The  infusion  is  also  considerablj'  used,  but  does  not  keep  any 
length  of  time  and  precipitates  on  account  of  the  tannin  contained  in  the 
cinnamon.  This  objection,  however,  might  be  obviated  by  omitting  the 
aromatic. 

There  is  scarcely  any  drug  in  the  Materia  Medica  which  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  so  much  searching  investigation  as  digitalis,  yet  the  results  of  this 
study  are  far  from  satisfactory.  Numerous  substances  have  been  obtained 
by  different  chemists,  and  the  same  substance  has  been  several  times  de- 
scribed under  different  names,  yet  we  are  unable  to  state  positively  that  the 
active  principle  of  the  drug  is  known  or  has  ever  been  isolated. 

The  reason  of  this  uncertainty  is  that  the  active  principle  or  principles, 
(for  it  is  probable  that  there  are  several)  are  of  an  exceedingly  unstable 
character,  and  are  altered  in  the  attempt  to  separate  them. 

It  has  been  observed  in  physiological  experiments  upon  animals  that  the 
Vinegar  of  Digitalis  had  a  much  more  powerful  action  on  the  heart  than 
any  other  preparation.  Nothing  has  been  said,  however,  by  the  experi- 
menter as  to  the  reason  for  this  superior  activity  of  the  vinegar.  The  vine- 
gar used  in  that  experiment  might  have  been  prepared  from  a  more  reliable 
specimen  than  that  used  in  the  other  preparations,  as  no  reasons  are  given 
by  the  experimenter  we  cannot  determine  much  from  this  in  regard  to  its 
tlierapeutical  effect.  The  very  complex  character  of  the  preparations  offered 
in  the  market  as  digitalis,  illustrates  the  great  instability  of  the  active  prin- 
ciple of  the  drug. 

The  elucidation  of  such  a  problem  requires  experimental  research  which 
might  occupy  a  lifetime  and  very  possibly  prove  nothing  but  negatives. 

I  have  prepared  a  tincture  and  a  vinegar  of  digitalis  from  as  reliable  an 
aiticle  as  could  be  procured  in  this  country,  and  gave  a  small  quantity  to 
three  practitioners  of  medicine  in  our  city,  with  the  hope  of  getting  their 
experience  as  to  the  comparative  effect  in  time  for  this  article,  but  up 
to  this  time  neither  of  them  have  met  with  an  opportunity  to  test  them; 
should  their  report,  however,  confirm  the  assertions  that  Vinegar  and  In- 
fusion are  the  most  powerful  preparations,  I  shall  take  pleasure  in  bringing 
up  this  subject  again. 

I  think  all  the  various  articles  from  Digitalis  are  the  results  of  tiie  splitting 
of  molecules  in  the  chemical  process  applied  to  the  drug,  and  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  any  of  them  represent  the  drug  fairly.  I  think  not  only  the  best 
but  the  safest  practice  is  to  make  a  good  preparation  from  the  entire  drug, 
such  as  the  present  officinal  fluid  extract  and  use  that  only  for  medicinal 
purposes. 

Repl\-  to  Quer)'  No.  7  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal  was  read  and  or- 
dered (by  the  Executive  Committee)  pubhshed  with  the  pro- 
ceedings : 
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QUERY  No.  7. 

"Poisons.  Suggest  a  manner  of  storing  and  dispensing  them  so  as  to  lessen 
the  liability  of  error  in  compounding  prescriptions  and  an  advoidance  of 
accidents  which  may  occur  from  their  general  sale  and  use." 

The  query  on  poisons  that  you  assigned  to  me  has  been  answered  by  so 
many  and  in  so  many  different  ways  that  I  am  at  a  loss  as  to  the  best 
method  lor  me  to  pursue.  Every  month  or  two  some  one  gives  his  idea 
how  poisons  should  be  kept  and  dispensed. 

One  suggests  that  they  may  be  kept  in  diiferent  shaped  bottles  so  that 
the  moment  the  eye  re.sts  on  one  or  the  hand  grasps  it  the  knowledge  of 
danger  will  cause  the  hand  to  move  more  cautiously. 

Another  suggests  that  all  bottles  intended  to  contain  poison  be  made 
rough  so  that  the  moment  it  is  touched  we  are  notified  that  that  there  is 
danger  in  its  content.s — be  careful. 

Another  suggests  the  use  of  a  patent  device  called  the  "Poison  Guard." 
This  is  to  be  fastened  to  the  neck  of  the  bottle.  This  is  probably  less 
troublesome  than  either  of  the  preceeding  plans,  as  it  allows  the  use  of 
the  bottles  already  on  hand. 

Still  another  party  would  have  us  keep  them  all  locked  up;  but  this 
would  soon  become  a  nuisance  if  we  had  much  morphine  to  sell. 

These  are  all  the  different  plans  that  with  which  I  am  acquainted.  They 
are  all  good  in  their  way,  but  they  do  not  go  far  enough,  for  we  may  learn 
to  rely  upon  the  various  devices  and  not  upon  ourselves.  The  getting  of  a 
bottle  soon  becomes  a  mere  mechanical  performance  instead  of  a  rational 
act,  and  by  constant  use  one  will  be  as  liable,  because  it  felt  rough  or 
had  the  poison  guard  on  it,  nor  to  look  at  the  label  as  if  it  was  plain. 

Mr.  Hans  M.  Wilder,  who  has  given  so  many  valuable  hints  and  sug- 
gestions to  the  profession  from  his  apparently  exhaustless  store-house  of 
information,  gave  an  article  on  page  90,  June  number  of  Druggists'  Circular 
that  coincides  with  my  views  exactly  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  I  do  not  think  he 
goes  quite  far  enough. 

The  plan  that  I  have  followed  in  my  prescription  case  since  I  have  been 
in  the  drug  business,  is  to  keep  all  poisons  in  their  original  packages  and  in 
one  place.  I  find  that  way  works  very  well,  and  would  recommend  it 
as  the  best  manner  of  storing  and  dispensing  poisons,  so  as  to  lessen  the 
liability  of  error  in  compounding  prescriptions,  and  an  advoidance  of  acci- 
dents which  may  occur  from  their  general  sale  and  use,  is  to  have  a  place 
set  apart  in  the  store  for  poisons.  Have  the  word  Poison  painted  over  the 
place  and  then  see  that  all  poisons  are  put  and  kept  there.  1  would  keep 
all  the  articles  enumerated  in  Schedules  "A"  and  "B"  in  the  original  bottles 
as  they  came  from  the  manufacturer.  In  addition  to  this  you  can  if  you  so 
elect,  use  different  shaped  or  rough  bottles,  poison  guards  or  anything  else 
you  may  select.  This  place  could  be  closed  with  glass  doors  if  so  desired. 
Whenever  it  became  necessary  to  use  anything  from  this  particular  place, 
the  mere  fact  of  having  to  walk  there  for  it  will  impress  us  with  the  know!- 
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edge  that  the  article  wanted  is  dangerous,  we  would  tlierefore  be  careful  in 
getting  what  we  wanted.  In  the  prescription  case  I  would  keep  them  the 
same  way,  viz.  :  Altogether  in  the  original  packages  and  never  allow  one  to 
be  emptied  in  a  siielf  bottle.  I  mean  such  things  as  morphine,  atropia. 
strychine,  quinine,   <S:c. 

Quinine  and  morphine,  the  two  substances  that  mistakes  are  made  witii 
more  frequently  than  any  other,  I  would  advise  to  be  kept  as  far  apart  in 
the  store  as  possible. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  Lo  urge  upon  all  to  try  to  allow  nothing  to  be 
done  mechanically,  but  to  let  all  things  connected  with  the  store,  and 
esi>ecially  the  prescription  case,  be  done  intelligently  and  only  by  wide- 
awake persons. 

TJie  old  adage,  '.'Look  twice  before  you  leap,"  applys  with  peculiar  force 
in  filling  prescriptions. 

My  advice  is  to  study  the  prescription  carefully,  note  each  item  and  the 
quantity,  satisfy  yourself  that  there  has  been  no  error  in  writing  it,  then 
as  you  take  each  article  look  at  the  label  and  see  that  you  have  the  medicine 
wanted,  then  as  you  return  it  to  its  proper  place  look  carefully  at  it  again 
to  see  that  you  had  the  medicine  wanted. 

If  all  the  poisonous  medicines  are  kept  in  one  i:)lace,  the  prescription 
studied  carefully  as  I  have  suggested,  and  the  remembrance  that  we  hold 
the  life  of  the  patient  and  the  reputation  of  the  physician  in  our  hands,  be 
ever  present  in  our  minds,  I  think  the  possibility  of  making  mistakes  will 
lie  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

Reply  to  Query  No.  13  b}-  Mr.  W.  Simpson,  was  read  and 
ordered  (by  the  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceeding's : 

QUERY  NO.  13. 

"iMany  druggists  bottle  and  sell  to  merchants  a  tincture  of  opium  as  lauda- 
num of  greatly  deficient  and  variable  strength.  Is  this  deviation  from  the 
ofiicinal  standard  proper  and  safe,  and  would  not  such  sales  render  the 
seller  liable  to  the  penalty  of  the  law  as  specified  in  section  S  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act  ?" 

Is  this  deviation  proper?  At  first  sight  it  would  seem  that  all  tiiat  was 
necessary  in  answering  the  above  query  would  be  to  write  "NO"  in  ver\ 
large  capitals  ;  but  on  closer  examination  the  ciuery  involves  more  than 
would  at  first  aiipear.  Viewed  from  a  moral  standpoint,  there  can  be  no 
cjuestion  of*its  impropriety,  as  it  is  manifestly  dishonest,  and  surely  no  one 
will  contend  that  a  dishonest  act  is  proper. 

The  pharma-^ist  who  would  prepare  a  tincture  of  opium  containing,  say, 
three  ounces  of  opium  to  the  gallon,  and  sell  it  as  of  officinal  strength,  not 
only  commits  a  fraud  on  the  ])ublic,  but  he  does  a  grievous  injury  to  his 
more  honest  neighlior,   who  prepares   laudanum  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
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quirements  of  the  Pharmacopceia,  as  by  his  dishonesty  he  is  enabled  oreatly 
to  undersell  him,  and  thereby  to  attract  his  customers. 

I  hold  that  the  pharmacist  is  also  morally  responsible  for  the  negative  re- 
sults of  the  drugs  he  dispenses,  when  due  to  intentional  adulteration  or 
sophistication.  For  instance,  should  a  physician  prescribe  laudanum  in  a 
critical  case,  supposing  it  to  be  of  standard  strength,  and  the  dose  fail  of  its 
desired  effect  by  reason  of  such  adulteration,  is  not  the  druggist  preparing 
and  dispensing  such  ?n  article  morally  responsible  for  the  continued  suffer- 
ing or  possible  death  of  the  patient  ? 

Is  it  safe  ?  In  one  sense  it  would  be  safe  enough;  that  is,  where  tiie  pur- 
chaser presumes  he  is  getting  a  medicine  of  full  strength  and  administers  it 
accordingly,  he  certainly  would  be  safe  from  any  poisonous  effects  and 
equally  so  from  the  expected  beneficial  results. 

I  imagine,  however,  that  the  query  was  framed  rather  to  ascertain 
whether  by  selling  a  weak  article  and  accu.stoming  the  purchaser  to  use 
large  doses  to  produce  the  desired  effect,  you  might  not  thereby  educate 
him  to  believe  that  all  so-called  laudanum  is  of  the  same  strength,  and  that 
he  might  thus  be  led  to  administer  a  fatal  dose  when  he  purchased  of  an 
honest  pharmacist.     Viewed  in  this  light  it  would  not  be  safe. 

Would  not  such  sales  render  the  seller  liable  to  the  penalty  of  the  law  as 
specified  in  Sec.  8  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  ? 

The  penal  part  of  section  8  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmacy  Act  reads  as  follows  : 

'Every  person, from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, shall  be  held  responsible 
for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,che;iiicals  and  medicines  he  may  sell  or  dispense 
with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the  manufac- 
turers, and  those  known  as  "patent  medicines;"'  and  should  he  intention 
ally  adulterate  or  cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the 
same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and,  upon  cc-nviction  thereof,  be 
liablf  to  a  penalty  not  e.xceeding  one  hundred  dollars;  and,  in  addition 
thert-to,  his  name  sliall  be  stricken  from  the  register." 

The  (juery  evidently  relates  toJ;he  action  of  the  druggist,  "the  seller,"  and 
presupposes  his  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  drug.  The  sole  question 
(<f  difficulty,  then,  presented  by  the  query,  is  whether  the  dilution  of  a  drug, 
such  as  laudanum,  is  an  "adulteration"  under  the  language  of  the 
statute. 

Criminal  statutes  are  to  be  stcrictly  construed;  and  unless  the  meaning  is 
clear,  all  doubts  are  to  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the  person  charged  with  the 
offense. 

To  adulterate  is  defined  to  be,  "To  debase  or  make  impure  by  an  admix- 
ture of  baser  material  or  to  corrupt  by  intermixing  what  is  less  valuable." 

In  the  .State  of  New  York  convictions  for  selling  milk  mixed  with  pure 
water,  certainly  a  harmless  compound,  have  been  sustained,  tlie  Court  hold- 
ing that  such  mixture  is  adulteration. 

■  will  not  repeat  what  1  ha/e  alre.idysaid  about  the  danger  and  immoral- 
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ity  of  the  sale  of  such  diluted  preparations,  clearly  this  vvas'o-ne  of  the  evils- 
that  the  act  was  intended  to  remedy. 

In  my  opinion  the  sale  of  laudanum  or  other  drugs  so  diluted  as  to  reduce 
the  strength  below  the  officinal  standard,  is  the  sale  of  an  adulterated  drug,, 
and  renders  the  seller  who  knows  the  character  of  tlie  mixture  libable  to  in- 
dictment under  the  section. 

The  Delegates  to  the  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical As.sociations  made  verbal  reports,  which  were  received. 

On  motion  the  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  lO  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning.

■or  any  other  matter  upon  which  they  may  desire  information,  and  that 
the  committee  be  instructed  to  send  these  to  any  member  or  members 
whom  they  may  think  will  answer  them;  also  to  keep  an  account  of  the 
e.xpenses  connected  therewith. 

The  Committee  on  Education  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  received  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association : 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on  Education,  after  a  thorough  canvass 
of  the  subject,  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  chair  of  pharmacy  at  the

The  Business  Committee  made  a  report  which  was  read  and 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Mecklenburg  Ice  Com- 
pany to  visit  their  Ice  Factory  which  was  accepted. 

A  telegram  from  Mr.  John  TuU  was  read  expressing  his  re- 
grets at  not  being  able  to  be  present  at  this  meeting. 
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Mr.  T.  C.  Smith,  on  behalf  of  the  druggists  of  Charlotte,  in- 
vited the  members"  of  the  Association  to  a  banquet  to  be  given  at 
the  Central  Hotel  to- night.  On  motion  of  ]Mr.  Hancock  the  in- 
vitation was  accepted  with  thanks.. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  delegates  :

On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Rowland  an  election  of  five  members 
was  gone  into,  from  whom  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  to  fill 
the  vacancy  to  occur  in  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Messrs.  E.  M.  Nadal,  W.  C.  Porter,  E.  V.  Zoeller,  J.  H.  Mc- 
Aden  and  J.  H.  Hill  were  elected. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  .Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  all  members  in  ar- 
rears of  the  amount  due  and  request  payment  of  the  same  withm  si.xty 
days  or  their  names  will  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  members. 

Reply  to  Query  No.  19  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal  was  read  and 
ordered  (by  the  Plxecutive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings : 

QUERY  Xo.  19. 

"Which  method  or  device  of  hlin.y;   prescriptions  offers  most  advantages."' 

In  attempting  to  answer  this  ciuery  I  do  so  knowing  full  well  that  each 
Pharmacist  thinks  that  the  method  adopted  by  him  is  the  best;  and  there- 
fore is  not  only  unwilling  to  change  but  will  scarcely  listen  to  what  may  be 
said  in  advocacy  of  any  other  plan. 

I  think  that  all  prejudice  should  be  laid  aside  and  each  plan  examined  as 
to  its  merits.  If  this  is  done,  I  feel  sure  that  you  all  will  give  up  the  blank 
book  and  jiaste  pot. 

I  found  that  pasting  them  in  a  book  was  very  troublesome.  I  did  it 
myself,  and  set  myself  to  find  out  another  method  that  was  easier  and 
equally  as  good.  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  the  plan  I  here  present  is  better 
than  pasting. 
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l""or  any  plan  to  be  perfect  I  think  it  should  possess  all  of  the  following 
points  of  excellence,  and  the  plan  approaching  nearest  to  the  possession 
of  them  all  is  the  best.  The  points  of  excellence  to  which  I  refer  are  as 
follows  : 

1st. — Ease  of  Filing. 

2d — Ease  of  Finding. 

3d.— Ease  of  Keeping.    This  will  include  cleanliness  and  compactness. 

4th. — Safety.  This  includes  safety  from  the  insatiate  tooth  of  time  and 
mice, 

5th. — Security  to  the  patron  against  mistakes. 

I  think  the  method  which  I  use  and  here  present,  possesses  all  these  points 
of  excellence  in  a  liigher  degree  than  any  other  method  with  which  I  am 
acquainted. 

I  desire  hereto  state  that  I  claim  no  originality  in  this  arrangement,  but 
tiiat  I  got  the  idea  from  .some  one  else  and  put  it  in  practice. 

The  first  boxes  I  used,  I  made  myself;  these  I  have  here  I  had  made 
to  order.  I  have  one  of  the  boxes  holding  2,400  prescriptions  with  me 
which  the  members  can  examine  at  their  leasure.  In  each  of  these  small 
envelopes  I  put  100  prescriptions;  by  numbering  them  on  the  outside  I 
have  no  diflficulty  in  finding  any  prescription  that  I  may  want. 

I  think  by  this  method  that  five  prescriptions  can  be  filed  to  one  by  the 
pasting  plan.  I  find  no  trouble  whatever  in  filing  them.  As  they  are  filed 
I  put  them  on  an  ordinary  bill  file,  and  when  I  get  three  or  four  hundred  on  it 
I  take  them  oil' and  put  them  away  in  the  envelopes. 

When  I  have  a  j^rescription  to  refill,  I  see  at  a  glance  from  the  end  of  the 
box  which  box  it  is  in  and  by  taking  off  the  lid,   find  it  at  once. 

I  have  two  books,  and  now  after  using  the  packages  for  nearly  three 
years,  unhesitatingly  say  that  I  can  find  any  prescription  in  the  boxes  in  less 
time  than  in  the  books.  1  can  further  state  that  my  experience  is  the  same 
as  that  of  all  who  have  had  occasion  in  my  store  to  find  prescritions  in  both 
places.  This  box  contains  three  hundred  and  fifteen  cubic  inches  and  2,400 
prescriptions,  thus  occupying  less  space  than  a  book  holding  the  same  num- 
ber. They  are  always  clean — being  incased  in  two  packages  instead  of  one 
— and  both  closed  from  the  dust. 

This  method  also  keeps  out  mice  by  offering  no  pa.ste  for  them  to  eat; 
and  also  prevents  wear  and  tear  by  using. 

In  every  drug  store  there  is  always  present  an  opportunity  to  make  a  mis- 
take, and  if  it  is  possible  to  lessen  the  opportunities,  then  I  think  it  behooves 
us  all  to  do  so. 

If  the  prescriptions  are  pasted  in  a  book  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  re- 
fill t>ne.  It  has  to  be  copied,  or  the  whole  file  taken  to  the  prescription  case, 
ro  refilled  from  memory. 

The  last  should  neve  r  be  done  unless  for  a  single  article.  The  second 
is  very  inconvenient  to  the  most  of  us,  as  the  prescription  case  is  too  small 
to  hold  the  book  and  allow  any  one  to  work.  The  first  is  most  frequently 
done  and  is  liable  to  serious  objection  because  it  offers  one  more  oppor- 
tunity to  make  a  mistake.     But   with  this  method  the  original  prescription 
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is  slipped  out  and  taken  to  the  case  and  refilled,  thus  avoiding  the  posibi'ity 
of  making  a  mistake  in  cop\ing. 

For  these  reasons,  gentlemen,  I  answer  the  question.  [  think  some  p!ai> 
similar  to  the  one  1  use  is  the  best  that  I  know  at  present. 

Reply  to  Query  No.  4,  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Home,  was  read  and 
ordered  (by  the  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings : 

QUERY  No.  2. 

"To  what  extent,  if  any,  are  pharmacists  justified  in  manufacturing  or  en- 
dorsing proprietary  preparations,  the  composition  of  which  are  ke[)t 
secret  ?" 

It  is  an  established  principle  tliat  inventors  or  discoverers  of  articles,  use- 
ful or  benefical  to  mankind,  are  entitled  to  certain  privileges  or  monopolies 
in  connection  therewith,  which  enable  them  to  realize  more  ample  ci)mpen- 
sation  than  would  otherwise  reward  their  skill,  industry  or  ingenuity.  This 
serves  as  a  stimulant  to  extraordinary  efforts  in  nearly  every  department  of 
labor  or  research. 

There  monopolies  are  subject  to  such  limitations  and  restraints  as  are 
imposed  by  law  and  dictated  by  some  business  policy.  The  opinion  is  held 
in  some  quarters  that  pharmacists,  in  their  special  domain,  should  be  ex- 
cluded from  this  species  of  enterprise.  Indeed,  hostility  to  proprietary 
pharmaceutical  preparations  seems  to  have  become  a  prominent  topic  of 
the  times. 

It  cannot  be  truthfully  asserted  that  pharmacists  are  altogether  incapable 
of  producing  articles  worthy  of  the  stimulant  and  reward  to  which  I  have 
referred. 

Scores  of  well-known  and  valuable  preparations,  such  as  Seltzer  Aperient, 
McMunn's  Elixir  and  Keith's  Concentrated  Remedies, are  daily  prescribed  h\ 
leading  physicians.  Occupying  a  position  afibrding  them  a  wide  range  of 
observation  as  to  the  effect  and  value  of  remedies,  and  it  being  their  pecu- 
liar function  to  manufacture  and  combine,  is  it  at  all  surprising  that 
pharmacists  should  now  and  then  originate  articles  of  merit  and  value  to  the 
public?  While  as  a  rule,  it  is  the  province  of  physicians  to  control  the  med- 
ication of  the  sick;  there  is  a  class  of  half-sick  jieople,  clamorous  for  some 
simple  remedy,  who  will  not  be  influenced  to  consult  physicians,  no  matter 
how  earne.stly  you  persuade  them.  Nothing  more  nor  less  than  patent  med- 
icines will  satisfy  many  of  these  cases.  They  are  blessed  with  a  sublime  faith 
in  them  inherited  from  their  fathers.  They  have  read  the  numerous  testi- 
monials of  statesmen,  lawyers  and  divines — sometimes  doctors.  They  have 
.seen  that  .some  of  them  originated 'with  the  Indians,  and  they  have  great 
faith  in  the  Indians  as  doctors;  and  the  poor  i^harmacist,  no  matter  how 
strained  his  capital,  how  attenuated  his  stock,  1h)w  shocked  his  good  sense. 
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liow  abused  his  patience,  has  c(>ntinually  to  order  nostrum  after  nostrum  to 
•supply  this  demand. 

If  he  has  Dr.  J.  H.  McLean's  Vermifuge,  Dr.  C.  McLane's  Vermifuge  is 
insisted  upon.  If  he  has  Dr.  Tutts'  pills,  sugar-coated,  Dr.  Tutt's  pills 
without  the  coating  is  wanted.  (You  will  notice  many  of  these  people  are 
doctors)  Under  such  circumstance,  I  claim  that  if  the  pharmacist  knows 
of  a  good  preparation,  which  he  can  utilize  in  this  way,  whether  it  be  for 
the  sake  of  reward  or  revenge,  he  is  justified  \n  so  doing. 

In  most  other  pursuits  secrecy  or  a  monopoly  of  the  pecuniary  benefit  to 
be  derived  from  a  discovery  or  invention  is  considered  admissible  and  po- 
litic. Manufacturing  chemists  do  not  make  known  their  favorite  processes 
and  methods.  The  great  law  of  self-preservation  inevitably  influences  us 
all.  Pharmacists  are  no  more  exempt  from  the  necessities  which  make  pe- 
cuniary independence  grateful  and  important  than  other  people;  and  I 
think  it  would  be  a  false  sentimentality  that  could  prevent  them  from  man- 
ufacturing and  keeping  secret  the  composition  o{  a.  valuable  proprietary 
article.  It  is  true  abuses  attend  this  business  as  they  do  others.  Gross  ex- 
aggerations and  shameful  misrepresentions  in  advertisements  are  not  justi- 
fiable. These  in  the  main  are  wasted,  and  are  apt  to  bring  their  own  pun- 
ishment by  creating  disgust.  Only  meritorious  articles,  discreetly  adver- 
tised, meet  with  permanent  success,  and  in  this  way  many  useful  prepara- 
tions are  widely  distributed.  I  hope  that  in  the  not  remote  future  even  this 
patent  medicine  business,  owing  to  the  increasing  intelligence  of  the  people, 
will  adjust  itself  to  a  standard  of  usefulness. 

The  business  of  retailmg  proprietary  preparations  naturally  and  properly 
devolves  upon  the  pharmacist.  He  should  be  governed  by  his  own  honest 
judgment  as  to  the  endorsement  of  them.  In  many  cases  his  recommenda- 
tion would  iiave  no  effect;  neither  would  his  condemnation.  The  demand 
is  from  without.  The  public  is  impressed  though  newspapers  and  other 
channels,  and  by  flattering  testimonials. 

From  a  disinterested  stand  point,  not  yet  having  launched  a  penacea 
upon  the  world,  I  should  say  in  answer  to  the  query,  the  pharmacist  is  justi- 
fied in  manufacturing  and  endorsing  proprietary  preparations,  when  in  so 
doing  lie  does  not  offend  agains-t  truth  and  honesty. 

Reply  to  Query  No.  10  by  Mr.  V.  O.  Thompson  was  read 
and  ordered  (by  the  Executive  Committee)  pubHshed  with  the 
proceedings ; 

QUERY  No.  10. 

'Hollow  suppositgries,  claiming  to  be  made  from  Cocoa  Butter,  and  from 
gelatine,  are  now  much  advertised,  and  to  some  extent  used.  \\'ill  their 
use  attain  the  objects  intended  in  rectal  medication,  and  would  this 
method  of  dispen.sing  suppositories  in  prescriptions  be  legitimate?" 

I  regret  much  to  say  I  have  only  a   feble  apology  ^to  offer  instead   of  the 
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carefully  prepared  scientific  paper  I  should  have  written  on  this  occasion, 
while  nothing  could  have  filled  me  with  more  pleasure,  than  to  have  met 
your  expectations.  I  am  compelled  to  say  that  work,  altogether  discon- 
nected with  my  drug  business,  was  so  urgent,  that  for  once  in  my  life  I  was 
made  to  adhere  to  the  old  adage,  "business  before  pleasure." 

This  is  a  subject  about  which  there  has  not  been  much  written,  since  it 
would  have  required  much  time  and  experimental  investigation  to  write 
such  a  paper  as  would  be  desirable.  I  will,  however,  give  yon  my  individ- 
ual opinion  based  on  my  limited  experience,  and  that  of  some  of  the  most 
prominent  physicians  throughout  my  section  of  country.  If  you  take  a  mass 
of  cocoa  butter  or  gelatine,  which  is  usually  the  basis  of  all  suppositories, 
and  place  it  in  your  mouth,  keeping  the  lips  closed,  yo  j  will  find  in  a  few 
moments  a  perfect  solution.  Now  take  the  hollow  suppositories  made  of  the 
same  substance,  and  go  through  the  same  process  and  in  less  time  than 
three  minutes  there  will  be  no  trace  of  the  capsule  left.  Admitting  this  not 
to  be  a  very  scientific  experiment,  yet  it  seems  sufficiently  accurate  for  all 
practical  purposes.  If  we  admit  cocoa  butter  and  gelatine  to  be  the  most 
available  substance  (or  vehicle)  in  which  to  incorporate  the  more  active 
drugs,  on  what  grounds  can  we  object  to  enclosing  medicines  de'iired 
to  be  given  in  a  neatly  made  capsule  of  exactly  the  same  substance  ?  Thtre 
can  be  but  two  possible  objections,  and  those  are  :  First — Are  they  made  of 
the  pure  cocoa  butter  ?  and  if  not  the  question  of  their  irritability  might  be 
raised.  Second — Might  they  not  become  less  soluble  some  time  after  their 
manufacture  and  exposure  lo  atmo.spheric  changes,  and  in  tiTis  way  become 
imperfect  for  use  ? 

P.ut  I  have  found  this  in  my  judgment  not  to  be  so,  and  have  made  in- 
(juiries  in  rt-gard  to  this  matter,  and  found  no  one  to  disagree  with  me. 
Most  of  the  leading  physicians  in  our  thriving  little  city— those  perhaps  who 
have  as  large  experience  in  rectal  medication  as  any  in  the  State — have  ex- 
pressed themselves  unhesitatingly  in  favor  of  the  hollow  suppositories  now 
kept  in  most  of  the  drug  stores. 

The  tendency  in  the  practice  of  medicine  is  toward  neatness  and  the 
comfort  of  patients  as  much  as  possible  during  their  course  of  medication, 
and  hence  instead  of  the  nauseating  shot-gun  draughts  of  old,  the  physician 
uses  a  fraction  of  a  grain  of  the  alkaloid  under  the  skin,  and  instead  of  the 
dirty,   .sticky,    greasy   inunctions  he  gives  the  vapor-bath. 

Now  let  us  devi.se  some  legitimate  means  for  rectal  medication.  If  they 
will  be  so  cowardly  as  to  attack  a  man  in  the  rear,  and  wish  to  do  .so  as 
silently  as  possible,  for  my  part  I  think  nothing  will  answer  better  than  these 
smooth  little  minnie-ball  suppositories.  If  their  use  is  legitimate,  the  hol- 
low suppositories  are  a  great  convenience  to  the  druggists.  They  are  some- 
times an  annoyance  when  other  matters  are  pressing.  The  inconvenience, 
no  doubt,  we  have  all  felt,  often  the  ice  is  out,  the  mass  sticks  to  the  moulds 
and  the  customer  hurrying  you,  I  have  always  considered  suppositories 
among  the  most  annoying  prescriptions  that  druggists  have  to  fill. 
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Reply  to  Query  No.  14,  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Green,  was  read  and 
ordered  (by  the  E.xecutive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings ; 

QUERY  NO.  14. 

"It  is  asserted   that  the    foreis^n  quinines  are  not  as  pure  as  the  American. 
A.scertain  if  such  is  the  fact."' 

Our  daily  cares  and  the  pressing  demands  upon  onr  lime  preclude  most 
of  us  from  giving  that  attention  to  the  details  of  examination  of 
many  of  the  preparations  that  we  use,  which  the  great  competition  in  the 
markets  of  the  world  renders  necessary.  And  yet  we  should  e.xamiiie  the 
materials  we  dispense  carefully,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  thev  are  pnjjierlv 
prepared,  and  are  really  what  they  profess  to  be. 

There  is  no  preparation  in  the  Pharmacopttia  more  in  demand  in  the 
daily  routine  of  business,  or  that  the  pharmacist  is  more  frequently  called 
upon  to  dispense,  than  quinine,  this  being  anar;icle  that  we  are  all 
particularly  interested  in,  especially  on  account  of  the  great  temptation 
that  .salt  offers  for  adulteration.  I  doubt,  however,  if  quinine  is  as  much 
adulterated  at  this  time  as  it  was  when  subject  to  a  duty  tax,  for  the  price 
ranges  .so  much  lower  now  than  when  a  custom  ta.x  was  required,  that  there 
does  not  e.xist  the  same  amount  of  premium  for  its  adulteration.  Everv 
one  acknowledges  the  importance  of  dispensing  pure  ciuinine,  therefore  1 
shall  not  dwell  upon  this  point. 

I  have  heard  it  stated  that  .some  American  manufacturers  recrystallize 
the  imported  article,  and  bottle  under  their  own  name,  but  a.s'  I  have  never 
been  able  to  authenticate  these  statements  by  any  inquiries  I  have  made, 
I  do  not  believe  them  to  be  true. 

The  foreign  makers  whose  product  comes  to  this  country  are,  Pellider. 
of  Paris;  Howard  &  Sons,  London;  Whiffin.  London;  Zimmer,  P>ankfort; 
Jobts,  Stuttgart;  Boehringer  &  Son,  ALinnheim;  Braunschwig,  of  Braunscii  wig 
Germany  and  Boehringer,Milan.  The  last  named  is  the  largest  manufacturer 
in  the  world,  and  his  brand  has  obtained  a  great  sale  in  this  country. 

All  of  the  manufacturers  above  named  are  of  good  standing,  and  their 
products  are  considered  jeliable.  Owing  to  the  kind  of  bark*  which  was 
used  by  Zimmer,  his  product  was  objected  to  on  account  of  a  pinky  color, 
although  in  other  respects  it  answered  fully  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Pharmacopceia.     I  understand  that  this  objection  does  not  now  e.xist. 

The  quantity  manufactured  by  American  makers  is  supposed  to  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  1,750,000  ounces. 

The  amountof  foreign  quinine  imported  into  the  United  .States,  during 
the  past  si.x  years,  is  as  follows  :

'i"he  samples  taken  for  examination  were  one  American  and  two  German, 
and  tlie  method  adopted  for  determining  the  purity  of  the  same  was  that 
whicii  was  recommended  by  the  U.  S.  P.,  1880.  This  process  is  a  greai 
improvement  on  that  of  the  U.  S.  P.,  1870;  tlie  former  allows  a  possible 
one  per  cent,  of  foreign  alkaloids,  while  that  of  the  latter  allowed  a  possi- 
ble error  of  10  per  cent  This  is  certainly  as  pure  as  quinine  need  be,  to  sep- 
arate the  remaining  one  per  cent,  of  alkaloids  entirely  would  more  than 
double  the  cost  of  the  salt. 

Samjile  of  quinine  No.  r,  contained  moisture  3.65  per  cent.;  it  was  free 
from  mineral  matter,  was  not  colored  by  nitric  or  sulphuric  acid;  it  pro- 
duced a  decided  .milkiness  with  the  ammonia  test,  showing  that  this  sam- 
ple contained  a  little  a  more  of  the  other  alkaloids  than  allowed  by  the 
test. 

Sample  No.  2.  contained  moisture  5.10  per  cent;  was  free  from  mineral 
matter,  nor  colored  by  sulphuric  or  nitric  acid;  the  ammonia  test  gave  a 
very  slight  opalescence.  This  salt  answers  the  requirements  of  the  Phar- 
macopceia. 

Sample  No  3,  contained  moisture  5.05  per  cent.;  and  answered  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Pharmacopceia. 

I  think  it,  therefore,  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  foreign  quinines  are  not 
as  line  as  those  of  our  own  An;erican  makers.  In  fact  I  think  it  may  be  said 
that  there  is  very  little  quinine  sold  or  imported  that  is  not  of  good  quality. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  has  provided  such  tests  for  the  article  that  it  would 
seem  hardly  possible,  with  ordinary  care,  to  be  deceived  in  thu  (lualily  of 
this  article. 

In  regard  to  the  foreign  brands  imported,  while  I  have  stated  that  all  of 
tiiose  enumerated  are  considered  reliable,  there  is,  of  course,  a  very  large 
difference  in  the  quantities  of  the  brands  consumed  here.  This  is  owing  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  difference  in  the  capacity  of  the  foreign  manu- 
facturer to  produce  the  article,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  some  ot  them  are 
more  widely  known  than  others. 

Mr.  R.  G.  Glenn,  on  behalf  of  the  druggi.sts  of  Greensboro,  in- 
vited the  A.ssociation  to  hold  their  next  annual  meeting  in  that 
town.

The  members  of  the  North  CaroHna  Pharmaceutical  Association  consid- 
ering it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in  regard  to 
the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby  agree  upon 
the  following  Code  of  f^thics  : 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopfeia  as  our  striudard  and  guide  for  all 
officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in  excep- 
tional cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process  more 
reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  interfere 
with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in  accordance 
with  foreign  pharmacopceias.) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula  between  Physician  and  Phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when 
requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowingphysicians  a  percentage 
in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derogatory  to 
both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising  the 
|)rofessional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  -e.xpect  in  return,  the  same 
courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  Apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug  for 
an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequence  we 
hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  competi- 
tion or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  obtained, 
is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  Apothecary  or 
druggist  to  expose   all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  Apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  know- 
ledge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed 
in  preparation  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local 
and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different 
establishments,  no  Apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neighbors 
with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the  pro- 
priety of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  Pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the  wide 
spread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidious  forms, 
we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of  our  business  as 
unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used 
on  the  i^remises  in  any  shape  as   a  beverage,   as  degrading,  and  we  urge 
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upon  Pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all  times  a  conscieTitious  care  in 
dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other,  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the  char- 
acter, habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice  who 
may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given  ktters 
of  introduction  or  recommendation  Any  member  who  shall  divulge  such 
confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  member 
giving  it,  shall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies 
due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own  de- 
fence, when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  expelled  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  General  Asssembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact : 

Section  ].  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.J.Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be 
associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do 
such  other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  cor- 
porate and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  I  aws  of  the 
State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  Pharmacists  and 
Druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement,  to 
encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  e.xcept 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmaceutist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store 
for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  any 
one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  prescription,  ex- 
cept under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  es- 
sence of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  original  packages,  calomel 
camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some 
college  m  pharmacy,  recognked  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation; or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years  practical 
experience  in  the  preparation  of  physician's  prescriptions,  and  in  compound- 
ing and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate  of  pharmacy 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  or  one  who  is  or  has  been  a 
■"eguiar  practicing  physician,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5  Pharmaceutists  claimingthe  right  ofregistration  under  this  act  on 
account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  davs  after  its  passage 
show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  created  by  this  act 
tiiat  they  have  had  three  (3)  years'  practical  experience  in  the  preparation 
of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  and  vending  medicines 
and  poisons  :  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  applv  to  any  person  or 
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persons  in  business  on  their  own  account  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  nor 
to  those  who  are,  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing  physi- 
cians, Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three  years'  experience  in 
stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  have  been  prepared,  and 
shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  this 
State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without  further  examination, 
the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members — from  whom  the 
Governor  selects  five— who  shall  compose  the  Board  ot  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice  of 
pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud, 
adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the  provisions 
of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State  authorities 
and  to  the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the  Bo.ird  shall  pay  a  fee  of 
five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  he  shall  be 
granted  a  second  examination,  without  the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall 
i)e  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their 
appointment  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  they  individ- 
ually reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  meet 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President  and  Secretary  of  said  Board. 
The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  the 
term  of  office  of  the  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies 
in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  as  required  in  section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold 
meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may 
require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than 
ten  days  notice  ot  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for 
examination  in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish  their 
rights  to  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to 
keep  a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due  notice 
shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be  signed  b\- 
the  person  making  the  application,  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as  he  may  claim 
to  justify  his  application.  The  fee  for  registration  of  proprietors  shall  not 
exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  others  shall  not  exceed 
one  dollar.  The  Secretary  shall  give  receipts  tor  all  moneys  received  by 
him,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  ;  and  any  surplus  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  said 
Association.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination  and  registration.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every 
day  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper 
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prosecuting  officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds 
of  complaint.  The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  shall  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he  may  sell 
or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the 
manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medicines;"  and  should  he 
intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale,  know- 
ing the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals  or  medical  prepara- 
tions, he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in 
addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register.  Every  regis- 
tered pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall 
annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registra- 
tion fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate 
of  registration.  Any  registered  pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration 
as  required  by  this  section,  and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of|25  for  each 
and  every  offence,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as  provided 
herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows, 
to-wit  : 

SCHEDULE  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red 
precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid, 
strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds, 
SCHEDULE  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane,  savin,  er- 
got, cotton  root.cantharides.creasote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations, croton  oil,  ciiloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  carbolic 
acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations  except  paregoric  and  other  pre- 
parations of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the  ounce,  and  other 
deadly  poisons,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box,  vessel  or  paper 
in  which  said  poison  is  contained  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word 
"Poison,"  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and  bones,  and  the  name  and 
place  of  business  of  the  seller  ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  peison  to  sell 
or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in  .said  Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon 
due  inquiry  it  be  found  that  the  purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature, 
and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for  a  legitimate  purpose  ;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  poison  included  in  Scedule  A,  without,  be- 
fore delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the  poison  sold,  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the 
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name  of  the  dispenser— such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities 
for  inspection.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
dispensiing  of  poisons  in  usual  doses,  and    by    physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  lo.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or  in- 
terfere with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not  keep 
open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  business  of 
wholesale  dealers,  excepting  section  9,  and  the  penalties  for  its  violation. 

Sec.  II.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  wilful  neglect,  the  compounding 
and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  not  legistered,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for 
the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who  shall  fraudulent- 
ly represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered  pharmacist,  or  any 
dealer  in  medicines  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  pa.ssage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  State, 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  one,  two,  three,  four  or  five  years  respectively,  as  herein  provided, 
and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annually  thereafter  recom- 
mend five  pharmacists  from  which  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  an- 
nually occurring  in  said  Board.  In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal 
from  the  State  of  any  memb>;r  of  the  said  Board,  the  Governor  shall  ap- 
point in  his  place  a  pharmacists  from  the  names  last  submitted  to  him,  to 
serve  as  a  member  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties  res- 
pectively where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  commit- 
ted. 

Sec.  14.  Any  pharmacists  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tions 5  and  8,  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  resignation,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy for  examination,  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

See.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherifl^s  of  the  counties  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  be  cjuoLed  under  the  title  of  the 
"Pharmacy  Act  of  188 1." 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after'the  first  day  of  June  next 
Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March.  A.  D  ,  1881. 
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ARTICLE  I.— NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICE  II— OHJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  Pharmacists 
and  Druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and  im- 
provement, and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  Pharmacy,  and  thereby 
restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  Medicine  to  proj^erly  ciualihed  Pharma- 
cists and  Druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.— OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  ofhcers:  A  President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also,  an  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  of  which  the  Secretary 
shall  be  one  c.v  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— LIFE  MEM15ERSH1P. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  tw'enty-five  dollars 
at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all  future 
annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  v.— AMENDING  CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  received  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  may  be  voted  fc-r  at  the 
next  Annual  Meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 


Ir^ 
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ARTICLE  I.— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  President  sliall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  m  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate  all 
special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort  to 
balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  membership  and 
countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at  each  Annual 
Meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and 
suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their 
names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association,  together  with  a  list  of  the  names,  residences 
and  dates  of  entrance  of  each  member.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the 
editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  mem- 
bers four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each  annual 
meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the  last  an- 
nual meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  Chairman  of  every  Special  Committee 
with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  the  tunds 
of  the  Association,  for  which  he  shall  be  held  personally  responsible,  and 
shall  hold  and  issue  the  Certificates  of  Membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills 
when  countersigned  by  the  President.  He  shall  present  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  his  account  at  each  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  report  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  previous  to  each  Annual  Meeting  the  names  of  such  mem- 
bers as  have  failed  to  pay  their  contribution  for  two  succe.ssive  years,  and 
also  the  names  of  such  as  have  failed  to  return  their  Certificates  of  Mem- 
bership, after  having  been  ofticially  disconnected  with  the  Association  and 
duly  notified  to  do  so. 

ARTICLE    II.— OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  thres  standing  committees:  An  Executive 
Conmiittee  of  seven  members,  and  a  Business  Committee,  and  Committee 
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on  Papers  and  Queries,  each  to  consist  of  three  menihers,  and  to  he  an- 
nually elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Exei  utive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  e.v 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  Roll,  the  Investiga- 
tion of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  proceedings. 
They  shall  report  at  each  Annual  Meeting  the  names  of  such  members  who 
have  become  disconnected  with  the  A.ssociation,  and  refuse  to  return  their 
Certificates  of  Membership,  and  also  these  who  have  refused  to  pay  their 
annual  dues  for  two  successive  years.  Theyshall  present  appropriate  notices 
of  deceased  members.  At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceed- 
ings, as  published  by  the  E.xecutive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each 
member. 

Section  3.  The  Business  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  trans- 
missicjn  of  unfinished  business  from  one  mei.ting  to  another,  and  with  col- 
lecting, arranging  and  e.xpediting  the  business  throughout  the  various  ses- 
sions of  the  meeting.  One  of  the  committee  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
town  or  city  where  the  succeeding  Annual  Meeting  is  to  be  held. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  re- 
jwrts  of  stancttng  Committees,  and  all  papers  for  the  Association.  They 
shall  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read  at  length,  and  which  Ijy  title. 
They  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Business  Committee,  arrange  the  time 
whi(  h  may  be  most  appropriate  and  convenient  for  reading  them.  They 
shall,  near  the  close  of  each  Annual  Meeting,  report  a  proper  number  of 
questions  of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  ad- 
vance the  interest  of  Pharmacy,  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many 
such  questions  for  investigation  as  may  be  practicable. 

ARTICLE  III.— OF  xMEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  Every  Pharmacist  and  Druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of  good 
moral  and  professional  standing,  having  had  three  or  more  years'  expe- 
rience, either  on  his  own  account,  or  in  the  employment  of  others  in  a 
regular  pharmacy,  or  a  store  where  drugs  or  medicines  are  compounded 
and  sold  as  a  specialty  of  such  store,  graduates  of  regularly  organized 
pharmaceutical  schools  or_ colleges,  and  licentiates  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy, 
are  eligible  to  membership". 

Section  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing  with 
the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Committee, 
if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election,  they  shall, 
at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Association,  and  he  may 
be  elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  on  ballot. 

-Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  A.ssociation 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual  contribution  for 
the  current  year.      All  persons  who  become  members  shall  be  considered 
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permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  improper  conduct   by  a  vote 
of  three -fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting 

Section  4.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one  in  ar- 
rears at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  one  neg- 
lectmg  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable  to  lose 
his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section  of  this 
Article  are  entitled  to  Certificates  of  Membership,  signed  by  the  President. 
a  Vice  President,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  covenanting  to  return  the 
same  to  the  proper  officer  on  severing  their  eonnection  with  the  Association. 

Section  5.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  accom- 
panied with  Certificate  of  Membership,  but  no  resignation  shall  be  accepted 
from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be 
acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men,  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members.  They 
shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to 
office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— OF  MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  case  of  failure  of  this  from 
any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve  upon 
the  President  or  one  the  Vice  Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  or  Vice  Presidents  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  slia'l  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  the  presiding  officer 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

.Section  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  v.— OF  DELEGATES. 
Section  i.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  A.ssociation,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  South  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, the  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association.     Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alternates.
